Election of Parlisment Men, during which 
fome Alarm of this Sort was neceffarys juft as 
in the late King’s Time, when they wanted 
to turn tke Peoples Thoughts, then a Plot 
was to break out, and the like; that this 
was nothing but the Dunkirk Squadron 
only a little ftronger than ufual, cruifing 
about for the Dutch Eaft India Men, and 
improv’d as above, to fee if they could bave 
an Opportunity to cpprefs the Gentry and No- 
bility, who were not of their own Party.
